City Council Inclined to Support 
Wider Sunnyside Avenue Bridge 


Next Monday’s meeting of 
the Greenbelt City Council will 
have on its agenda the issue of 
building a new bridge and wid- 
ening Sunnyside Avenue east of 
Edmonston Road. While support- 
ing a new bridge, the Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) opposes 
the proposed bridge width. City 
staff supports the county plan for 
construction which apparently 
is proceeding without seeking 
city input. Council at its June 
3 meeting deferred action on the 
APB recommendations in order 
to give local watershed groups an 
opportunity to express their views 
on the issue. 

At the June 3 regular council 
meeting, the agenda included for 
consideration the APB report op- 
posing the proposed construction 
design width for the new bridge 
and road widening project for 
Sunnyside Avenue between Ed- 
monston Road (Md. Rt. 201) and 
the CSX railroad tracks. Sunny- 
side Road is to the north of the 
city and crosses Beltsville Agri- 
cultural Research Center (BARC)

land that is mostly floodplain. 
The road serves as a connector 
between U.S. 1 and Edmonston 
and provides access to the WMA- 
TA Green Line Metro mainte- 
nance yard, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture headquarters facil- 
ity and an industrial park. City 
staff, on the other hand, supports 
the project as proposed. 

The APB seeks a narrower 
road width, contending that the 
52 foot width proposed in order 
to provide for two road travel 
lanes, two bicycle lanes and two 
road shoulders, plus sidewalks 
on either side, is sufficient to 
enable the road to be converted 
to four travel lanes at a future 
time without any further public 
input as to need. The road “can- 
not be considered a sustainable 
street because it would induce 
traffic and .. . has a much larger 
footprint in the floodplain,” the 
APB report to council contends. 
The board did find that “replace- 
ment of the bridge appears to 
be necessary from both a flood 
mitigation and a bridge condition 


Playground Merger Awaits 
July Decision on Surfacing

It was the best of play- 
grounds, it was the worst of 
playgrounds. At the very least, 
said Assistant City Manager 
David Moran, it has been the 
most discussed and analyzed of 
city playgrounds. This tale of 
two playgrounds becoming one 
started more than a year ago and 
isn’t over quite yet. 

On June 10, the city council 
met in worksession specifically 
to discuss a complaint raised 
by Theodora Scarato about the 
safety of the recycled rubber 
mulch planned to surface a new 
playground at Hillside and Laurel 
Hill Roads, near where she lives 
at 2 Court Laurel Hill. Scarato 
requested that the city use wood 
mulch as a safer choice instead. 

Although several other resi- 
dents did contact city staff and 
city councilmembers directly 
about the complaint — most ques- 
tioning the rubber mulch, some 
opposing wood mulch — Scarato 
was the only resident of the 
immediate neighborhood who 
came to the meeting. All seven 
members of council were present, 
as were Moran, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin and Play- 
grounds and Parks Supervisor 
Joe Doss. Steve Lenish of West 
Recreation, Inc. representing 
GameTime, the city’s playground 
vendor, was also in attendance. 
The only person to attend other 
than Scarato was Bill Orleans. 


History 

As has been recounted in a 
number of past issues of this 
paper, in spring of last year the 
Public Works Department devel- 
oped a proposal to combine and 
relocate two small playgrounds at 
2 Court Laurel Hill and 12 Court 
Hillside, both on the property of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). 
The playgrounds are covered by 
a shared responsibility agreement 
between the city and GHI that 
also requires GHI’s written ap- 
proval of any plans to eliminate 
playgrounds or equipment on 
GHI property. The proposal was 
discussed with the GHI Board of 
Directors in June and July of last 
year, with the board then solicit- 
ing opinion from GHI’s Architec- 
tural Review Committee and its 
Woodlands Committee. A survey 
of all the residents living near the 
playground was also undertaken. 
The plan was approved at GHI’s 
October 4 board meeting. 

The new playground has been 
located between the two small 
playgrounds, both of which have 
extensive tree cover. City and 
GHI staff agreed that the 1m- 
pact of renovating the two small 
playgrounds independently would 
have a significant impact on the 
existing green infrastructure. The 
new play space was designed to 


be in a larger, more open area

perspective ....” However, the 
board also declared that “the road 
widening portion of the project 
has no similar justification.” APB 
recommends elimination of the 
proposed paved shoulders and 
widening bicycle lanes from five 
feet to six feet. 

City staff does not agree with 
the board, however. In its opin- 
ion “the proposed . . . widening 
is an important project which 
will reduce road flooding, reduce 
hazards associated with roadway 
flooding and complete pedestrian 
and bicycle connections through 
the county’s Complete Streets 
policies.” Staff recommended to 
the council that it communicate 
its support for the project. 

Design Proposal 

The current bridge is 37 feet 
long and 22 feet wide and was 
built in 1946. Its elevation 1s 
below that of a two-year flood 
level, which results in frequent 
flooding of the bridge. The new 
bridge is to be 382 feet long with 
55-foot spans between piers. It 
is to be set at the elevation of a 
25-year flood. The entire road 
within the project will also be 
raised. The new road cross-sec- 
tion will consist of two 12-foot 
vehicle travel lanes with adjacent 
5-foot bicycle lanes and then 9 
foot shoulders on either side. 
Both sides would also have curbs

Josita Allen, an educator in 
the Prince George’s County 
Public schools, and Lt. John 
Boesman of the Prince George’s 
County Police Department were 
inducted into the Beltway Plaza 
Wall of Fame on Saturday, June 
8 in a ceremony. 

In his opening remarks, Belt- 
way Plaza Mall General Counsel 
Marc “Kap” Kapastin pointed to 
integrity, strength of character 
and dedication and devotion to 
community as qualities exhibited 
by the inductees, whom he called 
local heroes.

Reel & Meal Showing 
Of The Naked Option 


On Monday, June 17 at 7 
p.m., the next installment of the 
monthly Reel & Meal at the New 
Deal series will be a showing of 
“The Naked Option,” preceded 
by an optional vegan buffet avail- 
able for purchase at 6:30 p.m. 

The 2011 film by Candace 
Schermerhorn portrays a peace- 
ful protest by Nigerian women 
against the Chevron and Shell oil 
companies. Women in Nigeria’s 
Niger Delta, the location of Af- 
rica’s largest oil and gas drilling 
activity where the companies op- 
erate, used the threat of stripping 
naked in public, a serious cultural 
taboo, to hold the companies ac- 
countable to surrounding commu- 
nities. For 10 days in July 2002, 
600 rural peasant women ages 20 
to 90 took over Chevron’s Niger 
Delta facilities, the largest in Ni- 
geria (and third largest U.S. sup- 
plier), and succeeded in blocking 
the flow of a half-million barrels 
of oil a day through non-violent 
protest. 

Problems with the facilities 
include some 550 million gallons 
of oil that environmentalists say 
have poured into the Niger River 
Delta over 50 years’ produc- 
tion. The film shows thick black 
oil lapping up in brackish delta 
creeks, polluting the drinking 
supply and harming vegetation 
and fishing that are the women’s 
traditional livelihood. Drilling 
involves flaring natural gas, emits 
greenhouse gases and releases 
toxins that cause asthma, cancer 
and respiratory illnesses. Prom- 
ises made by the oil companies 
to end the protest have not been 
kept but the film is a call to ac- 
tion for change in our own com- 
munities just as these women 
transformed fear into political 
activism. 

Reel & Meal programs are

Youngmi Lee has always 
wanted to be a business woman. 
When she was a girl she remem- 
bered observing her father as 
he imported products into Seoul 
and exported Korean goods to 
Germany and Japan. As an adult 
Lee opened Kumon Learning 
Center in 1995 at College Park’s 
Berwyn Presbyterian Church. 
Lee has now moved her franchise 
to Beltway Plaza. 

Her path to entrepreneurship 
was colorful. Lee, who studied 
arts crafts in education at Sung 
Shin Women’s College in Seoul, 
immigrated to the United States 
in 1980. She discovered she 
was good at sales and worked 
part-time at an antique Korean 
furniture store in Connecticut. Al- 
though Lee could read and write 
English, she could not understand 
it. Consequently, Lee took classes 
at an area community college. 

A new marriage brought Lee 
to the Washington metropoli- 
tan area. It was in Laurel she 
was introduced to Kumon.

that would allow about 3,000 
square feet with adequate play 
areas and equipment for children 
in age groups 2 to 5 and 5 to 12. 
The city agreed to restore the 
existing playground areas back 
to grass cover when the new 
playground opened. The plan 
was presented to the city’s Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board in 
the fall, and council approved the 
plan at its November 26 meeting. 
All of the presentations of the 
plan included the recycled rubber 
surfacing. 

For Want of Some Green 

Contrary to misinformation 
presented by channel 4 television 
news about this matter on June 
11, it 1s not the case that the new 
playground was closed because 
of the recent objection to the re- 
cycled rubber surfacing. Rather, 
it has not yet opened, nor have 
the two small playgrounds been 
closed. It might have opened had 
it not been for an error on the 
part of the vendor, who installed 
the wrong color rubber mulch 
(blue) instead of the always-right 
color (green). The vendor had 
removed the blue mulch and was 
about to ship the green mulch 
when the first of Scarato’s series 
of email messages was received. 
City staff held off on further ac- 
tion, other than the placement of 
temporary fencing around the un- 
finished playground, until the city 
council could consider the matter. 

Tire Chemicals 

In her written communications, 
as well as her presentation of a 
request to the city council at its 
May 13 regular meeting and her 
presentation at the work session, 
Scarato has detailed the many 
undesirable chemicals that are 
contained in variable amounts in 
the products that are made from 
recycled tires. In addition to the 
chemicals themselves, she cited 
the noticeable offgassing of odors 
that occurs when the products 
are first set down when they are 
subjected to heat and commented 
that it was smell from the play- 
ground surface that had caused 
her to research recycled tires on 
the internet. 

Moran said city staff did not 
dispute the presence of the chem- 
icals in the product since what- 
ever is in tires will be in recycled 
tires. He said the key question, 
however, is not whether they are 
in the product but whether they 
are released in a fashion that 
creates a harmful exposure. He 
said there are pluses and minuses 
to every material that is currently 
available to use for playground 
surfacing under existing safety 
requirements. To date there is 
no product without drawback. 
The primary playground safety 
concern for a playground surface 
is protecting children from seri- 
ous falls (especially injuries to 
head, neck and spine) and the 
recycled rubber products are good 
for that purpose. Moran said 
it would be possible to change 
to wood mulch if the council 


wished to do so but that there 
are problems with wood as well 
and that although the initial costs 
are cheaper there are substantially 
more maintenance and replace- 
ment costs for wood that must be 
taken into account. 
Federal Guidelines 

As do other jurisdictions, the 
city relies upon the Consum- 
er Product Safety Commission 
(CPSC) guidelines for playground 
equipment and surfacing. Rub- 
ber mulch is one of the options 
recommended by the CPSC. The 
city has installed rubber mulch in 
nine other playgrounds to date 
and has chosen it for its durabil- 
ity and cushioning properties. 
Unlike wood mulch, it does not 
attract mold, insects or vermin 
and reduces abrasions that can be 
caused by the wood. It is also 
more environmentally sustainable 
because it uses a recycled product 
rather than making wood chips 
from trees. 

Mayor Judith Davis said the 
city had attempted to get a re- 
presentative from the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) 
to attend the worksession but 
that they had declined, saying 
the matter is being researched in 
several different departments and 
is very complicated. 

Mulch Not Crumb 

Davis said the problem with 
almost all of the research studies 
Scarato was relying upon was 
that they were analyzing not the 
kind of rubber mulch used for 
playground surfaces but rather the 
type called ground rubber, crumb 
rubber or tire crumb, which is an 
entirely different product that 1s 
fine-grained and granular. She 
said it mimics the texture of dirt 
and is used in conjunction with 
artificial turf, which is another 
whole debate. Because of its 
form, the tire crumb would create 
a different type of exposure. 

The council continued to dis- 
cuss different types of recycled 
rubber surface products. Scar- 
ato insisted that none was safer 
than another because they all 
contained the same chemicals 
that were in the tires. Council- 
members disagreed, saying that 
products more expensive than 
mulch had solid surfaces that 
would likely give off less of the 
chemicals, would come into less 
direct contact with the children 
and could not be ingested. 

Poured-in-Place 

One product the city has used 
on several playgrounds is called 
a “poured-in-place” surface and 
is considerably more expensive to 
install. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts has advocated for using 
this surface more frequently on 
the premise that it is better quali- 
ty, requires little maintenance and 
is a better investment in the long 
run. Joe Doss said the city’s 
playgrounds using this surface 
have been in place now for 10 or 
11 years and he has received no 
complaints about them. 

Davis reiterated some of the 
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problems with wood mulch and 
told Scarato that it is especially 
not good to use in areas that are 
shady and remain damp because 
the mulch does not dry out. She 
said some residents have asked 
that it not be used, citing allergy 
and asthma problems. Roberts 
also cited the tripping hazards 
with the wood poles and frames 
built up to hold the mulch. 

Steve Lensing said he thought 
much of the initial smell was a 
result of the packing and storing 
of the mulch in plastic bags until 
use. Councilmember Ed Putens 
said he had talked informally 
with toxicologists in his work- 
place and had been told that the 
mulch or chips may also have 
a coating to keep them from 
sticking together, which might 
be what can cause color to be 
rubbed off. Putens said that 
caused him concern. 

Several council and staff 
members recounted stories of 
materials and broken objects that 
had been found in all types of 
playground surfacing over the 
years and warned that parents 
should not expect any surface to 
be without some problems and 
that children especially should 
wear shoes. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
concluded that the reality was 
that they had to deal with limit- 
ed and imperfect options. Coun- 
cilmember Leta Mach described 
the research studies as being 
“all over the map.” The mayor 
added that there is also the issue 
of taxes: that while some resi- 
dents, like Scarato may be will- 
ing to pay more for one thing or 
another, other residents do not 
want to see taxes raised at all. 
She said it is council’s job to 
attempt to find the right balance 
among what different residents 
want, among costs and among 
the various risks and benefits of 
the products. 

Eventually most councilmem- 
bers agreed they would like to 
consider using the poured-in- 
place for the new playground as 
it is a more solid surface that 
they believe will address some 
of the concerns about recycled 
rubber. They asked staff to work 
up cost figures for that surface 
and for another type of recycled 
rubber surface that is put down in 
tiles. They rejected consideration 
of a relatively new type called 
bonded rubber, which is interme- 
diate in price between the mulch 
and the poured-in-place but which 
they thought might be more sub- 
ject to being pulled apart. 

The mayor told Scarato that 
she was grateful to her for hav- 
ing raised these issues, which are 
important ones to consider, even 
though council was not inclined 
to use wood mulch for this play- 
ground. The goal is for staff to 
place the matter on the agenda of 
the July regular meeting so that 
the project can be completed and 
the playground can be in use for 
part of the summer.

and gutters and 6-foot sidewalks. 
The work would be done in 
two phases in order to keep traf- 
fic flowing. First, a new bridge 
and road would be built adjacent 
to the existing road at half the 
design width. Temporarily that 
construction would provide a new 
two-lane roadway with a 4-foot 
shoulder on one side. In the sec- 
ond phase, the old bridge would 
be removed and the second half 
of the road would be built. 
Discussion 
Brian Gibbons, APB Chair 
requested that Vice-chair Matt 
Johnson speak for APB since 
Gibbons had been absent from 
the board’s deliberations. The 
APB objection is primarily to 
the bridge width which is 40 
percent wider than the board 
believes is needed for a two 
lane roadway. The funds for the 
extra width could better be used 
for other projects, Johnson con- 
tended. Also, the board believes 
the extra width will encourage 
speeding and that the road can be 
easily converted to four lanes by 
the Department of Public Works 
without there ever being plan 
review on that option. 
Councilmembers raised ques- 
tions as to the need for shoulders, 
sidewalks on both sides of the 
road and whether bicycle lanes 
should be five or six feet wide. 
Concern was expressed about the 
impact of wetlands through which 
the road runs, particularly at the 
greater width; mitigation for the 
wetlands area lost is required. 
While several councilmembers 
expressed concern about the need 
for road shoulders that wide, 
Rodney Roberts was the only one 
to take a position in full support 
of the APB recommendations. 
He was particularly concerned 
with the enlarged “dead zone” 
that would be caused by the 
bridge which is only three feet 
above the normal water level. 
He also raised concern about the 
process that resulted in the Met- 
ropolitan Council of Governments 
Transportation Planning Board 
approval last summer. (Roberts 
had raised the issue at a council 
meeting and revealed informa- 
tion about a “confidential letter” 
that related to efforts of county 
officials to make Beltsville Ag- 
ricultural Research Center land 
available for a new FBI Head- 
quarters facility.) 
Councilmembers did agree 
with Roberts, however, that coun- 
cil action should be put off to its 
next meeting and the Committee 
to Conserve and Restore Indian 
Creek and other watershed groups 
should be notified of the matter. 
Whatever council may recom- 
mend could fall on deaf ears, 
however. Audience member Wil- 
liam Orleans asked if the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Public Works was seeking city 
comments on the matter. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
said that they were not.

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Newest Delegate A. Washington 
Aims to Improve Job Outlook

Alonzo T. Washington of Hy- 
attsville wants to “pay it forward” 
to Prince George’s County. 

Why? 

Partly because it is the right 
thing to do. 

Mainly because of Joseph 
Fisher, who paid it forward for 
him a decade ago. 

It’s an interesting story. 

No one in Washington’s family 
had ever been to college. 

Not his mother, Elizabeth 
Washington, who “worked her 
butt off’ to provide for the fam- 
ily. 

Not his father, a man Wash- 
ington never knew. 

None of his four younger sib- 
lings, who saw Alonzo go before 
them. 

Alonso was the first — and 
only. 

It may not have been possible 
without Fisher, whom Washington 
acknowledges as his mentor. 

Fisher is the founder of 
First Generation College Bound 
(FGCB) — “a grassroots organi- 
zation based in Prince George’s 
County whose mission is to in- 
crease the participation of low- 
and moderate-income youth in 
higher education, particularly 
those whose parents do not have 
a bachelor’s degree.” 

It was with the help of FGCB, 
the guidance of Fisher and vari- 
ous grants and scholarships that 
allowed Washington to become 
the first college-bound member 
of his family. 

A graduate of Laurel High 
School, Washington finally be- 
came a first generation college 
graduate in 2007 when he grad- 
uated from the University of 
Maryland, College Park with a 
degree in criminal justice and 
criminology. 

He also plans to pursue a law 
degree. 

After college, Washington 
served the Prince George’s Coun- 
ty Council as an outreach coor- 
dinator for two years before be- 
ing promoted to chief-of-staff to 
Councilmember William Campos. 

Following a two-year stint 
with Campos, Washington was 
then appointed in December to 
the state legislature following 
Justin Ross’ departure from the 
House of Delegates. Washington 
became the youngest delegate, 29, 
joining 22nd legislative district 
delegates Tawanna P. Gaines and 
Anne Healey. 

Washington was officially ap- 
pointed to the position by Gov- 
ernor Martin O’Malley after 
overwhelming support from the 
Democratic Central Committee of 
Prince George’s County.

Since being appointed to the 
seat, Washington has helped pass 
two bills in the House of Dele- 
gates. The first helped homeown- 
ers complete short sale foreclo- 
sures; meanwhile, he also helped 
pass House Bill 1161 on improv- 
ing special education throughout 
the state. 

He will see out the remainder 
of Ross’ term, which is set to 


expire in 2014 and will be up for 
election that year. 

In the meantime, he remains 
focused and committed to im- 
proving Prince George’s County. 

Washington wants to see the 
county’s job market improve, cit- 
ing the lack of high end jobs as 
an example. 

A vibrant community is also at 
the top of Washington’s priorities. 

Lastly, Washington is con- 
cerned about the high numbers 
of uninsured residents in Prince 
George’s County. 

Washington doesn’t see him- 
self as a “politician”; rather as 
a mentor to those of similar up- 
bringing in the county. 

A firm believer in community 
service, Washington can be found 
working in soup kitchens, in 
and around impoverished com- 
munities, with First Generation 
College Bound, as well as many 
other service opportunities. 

Washington will continue to 
pay it forward to his community. 

A community, he says, he’ll 
never leave.
